Friends of Sen. George (D) ON., 
new chairm an of the powerful sen­ 
ate foreign relations committee, 
said he will favor such a move af­ 
ter Phillips completes his work. 
George overnight declared th at 
Am erican industry should em bark 
a t once on a “w artim e, 24-hour 
operating schedule" to speed arm a­ 
m ent production for both this na­ 
tion and hard-pressed Britain. 
IOO Ships Available 
Meanwhile, it appears th a t Eng­ 
land can obtain badly-needed m er­ 
chant ships to replace tonnage lost 
because of Nazi subm arine w ar­ 
fare m erely by putting the cash 
on the line. The M aritim e Com­ 
mission has nearly IOO idle ships 
it is willing to sell, and they can 
be outfitted for ocean service in 
a month, it was disclosed. The 
commission also is ready to ap­ 
prove negotiations for U. S. ship­ 
yards to build England CO more 
new cargo vessels, it is further 
reported. 
The whole question of furnishing 
more American aid to B ritain is 
being canvassed by Secretary of 
S tate Hull, Federal Loan Adminis­ 
tra to r Jesse Jones, T reasury Sec­ 
re ta ry M orgenthau and top-rank­ 
ing Arm y and Navy officials. 
New plans to help the B ritish 
are reported under consideration.

CHICAGOANS TELL 
OF PLANE S FALL 
NEAR PORT FIELD 


CHICAGO, 
Dec. 
5—Edward 
Fisher, a tavern owner and one 
of the first to reach the wreck­ 
ed United Airliner which crash­ 
ed within a few hundred yards 
of the Chicago airport last night, 
said today that just before the 
plane plunged to earth, a red flare 
was dropped from the ship. 
“I was looking out of the ta ­ 
vern 
window when 
I saw 
the 
plane,” he said, “Suddenly, a red 
flare dropped, indicating that the 
pilot was in trouble. The „ plane 
was very low. 
“I ran out of the tavern, but 
just as I reached 
the door 
the 
plane struck some wires and burst 
into flames. There was a shat­ 
tering crash when the ship hit the 
garage. 
“I rushed over there and helped 
three people out of the wreckage. 
One of them, a heavy man, died in 
my arms. I also helped the stew­ 
ardess out of the ship.” 
Mrs. Elizabeth Reeder, a house­ 
wife, was preparing dinner in her 
home when she heard the crash. 
Her clock stopped when her bun­ 
galow shook, -she sa id .---------- 
“I looked out of the window,” 
she recalled, “but I only looked 
once. The forward part of the 
plane seemed to be sheathed in 
flames, and I couldn’t look again. 
I turned away.” 
Richard Roeax, an airport at­ 
tendant, said he noticed the ship 
coming in but didn’t know any­ 
thing was wrong. 
“Then, 
suddenly, 
the 
motors 
roared,” he said, “the plane’s nose 
dipped, and it crashed. It happen­ 
ed so quick it would be hard to say 
just what I did see. I can’t guess 
what happened. There w asn’t much 
wind 
and visibility was 
pretty 
good, 
although there was 
some 
mist.” 
Raymond Dutch, another air­ 
port employe, said: 
“The ship had its lights on so I 
could sec it plainly enough al­ 
though it was getting dark. I guess 
it was up about 400 feet when it 
began to wobble. Then the wing 


went down, and the crash came. I 
suspect the plane ‘fell off because 
it lacked flying sped.

Richard Siegwart, 15, a news­ 
boy, said “I was scared stiff when j 
I saw the plane hit.”

COLUMBUS, Dec. 5—A “sig­ 
nificantly large proportion” of the 
reaching staff at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity is dissatisfied with its ex­ 
isting salary scale, provisions for 
promotion, facilities for research 
and its office space and equip­ 
ment. 
The results of a two-and-a-half- 
year study of the organization and 
administration of the institution’s 
66 departments were made public 
today, 
Tile findings of the spe­ 
cial 10-professor committee, ap­ 
pointed in 
May, 1938, 
by Dr. 
George W. Rightmire, then uni­ 
versity president, were based on 
confidential answers to question­ 
naires from 60 percent of the en­ 
tire teaching staff and 78 percent 
of the departm ent heads. 
The committee reported, how­ 
ever, that “in spite of rather con­ 
siderable deficiencies in physical 
plant equipment and in spite of 
an unbalanced salary scale, the 
morale of the teaching staff as a 
whole is ‘reasonably healthy.’ ”

BURY, England, Dec. 5—Eddie 
Guerin, 
one-time 
internationally 
famcrus crook who boasted that he 
made “Jesse James look like a pik­ 
er,” died today in a Lancaster hos­ 
pital of a cerebral 
hemorrhage 
following a stroke. 
Guerin, who during his time was 
wanted by a score af countries, 
and who made his greatest bid for 
fame by his 
sensational escape 
from the penal colony of Devil’s 
Island in 1905 following a life sen­ 
tence for two bank robberies, was 
SO years of age. 
Well-known in Paris, 
London, 
New York and Chicago during the 
height of his crime career, Guerin 
of late years was nothing more 
than a small time confidence op­ 
erator, whom the London police 
periodically imprisoned for minor 
offenses. 
Penniless, and a broken down 
old man. Guerin who once amassed 
thousands of dollars, was brought 
to Bury several months ago from 
London 
under 
the 
government 
scheme for evacuating the aged. 
Once the underworld’s most col­ 
orful figure, Guerin spent much of 
his time in the United States, and 
for many years his name was link­ 
ed with “Chicago May” Churchill, 
the badger game operator. 
The “Public Enemy No. I ” of his 


day. Guerin specialized in bank 
robberies 
Operating out of Chi­ 
cago, he raided a score of Illinois 
banks. 
One of his largest hauls 
was the $30,000 robbery of the Am- j 
erican Express Office in Paris in 
1901.

A 
S the demand for housing rises, used 
houses, like used cars, come in for 
serious attention. 
The new tricks of air­ 
conditioning and insulation, together with 
the attractive but superficial aspects of the 
newly built house, naturally catch the eye 
and the imagination. 
But there is good 
value in a good used house. 
One of the points to consider in study­ 
ing an older house with a view to purchase 
is how it will take remodeling. Some such 
houses take to new dresses like a duck to 
water. 
The kitchen can be made to look 
like new and to work in as easily as those 
of the most modern houses. 
New plumb­ 
ing can go in easily. 
The veranda with

The only thing apparent about 
them at the moment is that they 
may have a new general manager 
in the person of Jim Gallagher 
and a new team manager in Jim­ 
my Wilson, that old fugitive from 
the Philadelphia Phillies, who cut 
himself a chunk of limelight last 
season as coach and catcher of 
those world champion Reds. 
As far as Mr. Gallagher and 
Mr. Wilson are concerned they 
have a good ball club in the Cubs.

The long-drawn out signature 
was because 
the 
President 
had 
promised a pen used in the signing 
ceremony to each of three people: 
Representative Bob Ramspeck of 
Georgia and Senator Jim Mead of 
New York, co-sponsors of the bill* 
and Representative Jennings Ran­ 
dolph of West Virginia, ranking 
member of the Civil Service Com­ 
mittee. 
This meant splitting his signa­ 
ture into three parts and using a 
different pen for each. 
The three 
pens were placed on his desk when 
he was ready to sign, but when 
he looked for the inkwell, it had 
mysteriously disappeared. 
A fter 
several minutes, 
White 
House 
Clerk Rudolph Feaster finally pro­ 
duced the ink. 
Then as the President was half­ 
way through his 
signature, the 
second pen splattered a large blob 
of ink on the law. 
This required 
another pause, while the President 
painstakingly 
mopped 
up 
the 
smear with the corner of a blot­ 
ter. Finally the signing was com­ 
pleted, having consumed ten full 
minutes.

REFORM VIA ARMY 
The Arm y’s greatly 
expanded 
food requirements may become the 
means af forcing long-sought labor 
reforms in the canning industry, 
which is noted for its 
low labor 
standards. 
particularly 
among 
small plants. 
In the past, the Army bought 
canned goods chiefly through local 
jabbers an wholesalers. 
But with 
consumption 
increased 
hundred­ 
fold, the Army plans to sidetrack 
the jobbers and go 
direct to the 
canners. 
This opens the way for requiring 
the canners to comply with the 
Wage-Hour 
anti 
Walsh-Healcy 
Acts, both of which have been a 
bitter bone of contention within 
the canning industry. 
Army purchasing chief also are 
working on a plan for centralized 
buying of the enormous quantities 
of canned goods, meats, vegetables 
and other perishable foods which 
the draft army will need 
Behind 
this is the desire to avoid a situa­ 
tion where various Army que ie;- 
masters would 
bid against each 
other—to the enrichment of specu­ 
lators and expense of the taxpayer. 
Note—Procurement experts es­ 
timate that in some types of can­ 
ned goods, Army purchases will 
amount to to percent of the total ! 
pack.
